1985 Ownership of club officially transferred 
to Tom Benson on May 31 and he becomes manag- 
ing general partner of the Saints. With training 
camp almost a month away, Benson maintained the 
team management group that he inherited. 


1986 The Benson influence really begins, as the 
Owner puts his management team in charge of the 
franchise. His first hire: Jim Finks as 
president/general manager on Jan. 14. Jim Mora is 
named the club’s 10th head coach two weeks later. 


1987 The Saints post a franchise-best 12-3 
record — including victories in the final nine con- 
tests — and make the playoffs for the first time. 


1988 The Saints finish 10-6, posting consecu- 
tive winning seasons for the first time. 


1989 Benson appointed Chairman of the league’s most influential group, the NFL 
Finance Committee, a position he kept before stepping down in the mid-1990s. 


1991 New Orleans clinched its first-ever division championship at 11-5 as the 
Superdome hosts its first playoff game. 


1992 Saints post a 12-4 record and host a playoff game for the second-straight year. 
Benson assumes sole ownership of the club. 


1996 Marking a first for the organization, the coaches, players and staff are housed 
under one roof with the opening of the team’s state-of-the-art facility. 


1999 Benson promises the club’s fans he will "take whatever steps necessary at the 
end of the season to make the New Orleans Saints a winning franchise." 


2000 New Orleans wins the NFC West with a 10-6 record. The Saints win their first 
playoff game, a 31-28 thriller over St. Louis in the Superdome. 


2001 New Orleans hosts fourth Super Bowl during Benson’s tenure as Owner. 


2003 Benson again appointed Chairman of the Finance Committee; Construction of 
new indoor practice facility and other improvements are finished before camp. 


2004 The Saints notched the 150th win since Benson assumed ownership with a 28-25 
overtime victory at St. Louis. 


2005 After Hurricane Katrina ravaged the Gulf South on the verge of the NFL’s open- 
ing weekend, Benson was forced to move the club’s entire operation. Under his leadership, 
the Saints were able to continue the season, including holding four games in Baton Rouge. 
The club also established the Hurricane Katrina Relief Fund, raising over $1 million. 


2006 The team returns to Louisiana, with Benson positioning the club as an emblem 
of the state’s resolve and determination in rebuilding. The Saints win the NFC South title 
at 10-6 and advanced to the NFC Championship for the first time in franchise history. 


2007 Saints reach 350th regular-season game under Benson’s ownership tenure, a 31- 
24 victory of Arizona in the Superdome. 
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And Benson not only has reached out by supporting charities, but also by recog- 
nizing the future of the area’s economy depends on keeping major businesses and 
employers in the Gulf South locally-owned. His philosophy is to rebuild the 
economy by developing the infrastructure of the region from the inside, and 
Benson recently made another large investment in the city’s future and has 
encouraged a number of other businesses both within and outside the state to fol- 
low his example. 


Early in 2008, he purchased WVUE, making FOX-8 the only network-affiliated 
television station in the New Orleans market that is wholly locally-owned. After 
researching the trends of the media industry, Benson discovered television sta- 
tions have increasingly become parts of national media companies, and his focus 
remains on keeping Louisiana businesses owned by those with ties to the state. 


In 2004, he brought the Arena Football League to the region with the New 
Orleans VooDoo, and the team returned to the field in 2007. The ArenaBowl has 
been held in New Orleans for the last two years, also bringing a dramatic eco- 
nomic impact to the city. 


Since 2006 — when New Orleans went 10-6 and captured the nation’s imagina- 
tion by winning the NFC South title and advancing further into the postseason 
than ever before — the Saints have been symbolic of the region’s resolve and grit, 
though Benson as usual chooses to work quietly in the background. 


His tenure as owner has been defined by honesty, dedication, loyalty and com- 
mitment to the city, region, Saints and the NFL. When Benson initially became 
interested in purchasing the club, he was motivated by reports that out-of-town 
investors were planning to move the club from New Orleans. He was certainly a 
fan of the game and the Saints, but the sport had yet to become one of Benson’s 
passions. 


As one of the area’s top businessmen, Benson recognized the importance of the 
team to the region, and he immediately spearheaded the effort to keep the Saints. 
But unlike others at the time, it wasn’t just an emotional plea. He pooled all of 
his resources, purchased the club in 1985 and preserved the Saints for the team’s 
legion of fans across the area. And the once-rampant speculation that the club 
was moving immediately ceased. 


While Benson’s initial motivation for purchasing the team was to ensure it did 
not leave New Orleans, all of the Saints’ best seasons have come since his 
arrival, and Benson’s goal remains for the club to rank among the most-admired 
franchises in all of sports. He has worked tirelessly toward that mission since 
becoming owner in 1985. 


So perhaps the Saints’ successes in the years since were to be expected. Football 
was a new business for Benson when he arrived on the scene, but he was a quick 
learner and followed his lifelong professional philosophy of finding the right 
people and giving them the freedom to handle their responsibilities. 
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A year after he was able to put his management group in place, New Orleans 
stormed to a 12-3 record in 1987 and the city hosted its first playoff contest. In 
1990, the Saints captured a playoff berth, and the following year the club earned 
its first division title. In 1992, New Orleans would go 12-4 and marched into the 
postseason again. And in 2000, the Saints won the NFC West and the club’s first 
playoff contest. 


Benson also emerged as one of the most trusted and valued figures in the league. 
He has played a key role in many capacities, including three stints as Chairman 
of the Finance Committee, one of the league’s most difficult, time-consuming 
and influential positions. The assignment is evidence of the respect and esteem in 
which he is held by successive NFL commissioners and his fellow NFL owners. 


While his work within the organization and the Saints’ turnaround is well docu- 
mented, his efforts have also paid dividends for the city and the surrounding area. 
During his tenure as owner, the city has hosted four Super Bowls. Each time 
New Orleans has been chosen to host the NFL’s biggest game, Benson has been 
the driving force in the campaign to secure the contest. And each Super Bowl has 
been an economic windfall that totals over $300 million, not to mention the 
exposure and charitable contributions that the league makes during Super 

Bowl week. 


Community involvement has been the hallmark of the Benson era since he 
became the owner of the team, and because of those efforts the World Sports 
Humanitarian Hall of Fame has twice recognized the club as one of the five most 
charitable professional organizations. Recently, Benson was selected by the 
Volunteers of America as the winner of its annual Good Samaritan Award in 
Philanthropy in recognition of his work in the wake of Hurricane Katrina. 


Mr. and Mrs. Benson unveiled plans to fund the building of a football stadium 
that will be located on the University of Incarnate Word Campus, which will be 
known as the Gayle and Tom Benson Field. His wife, the former Gayle Marie 
LaJaunie and a fellow native of New Orleans, is also involved in several charita- 
ble endeavors, including supporting local and regional causes. 


In 1945, Mr. Benson served in the Navy aboard the U.S.S. South Dakota and has 
remained particularly close to this branch of the armed forces. He is the only 
enlisted man to serve on the Board of Trustees of the Pensacola Naval Museum 
and has been honored with an award from the crew of the submarine U.S.S. 
Louisiana. In 2007, Benson was honored by the U.S. Navy Memorial with the 
Lone Sailor Award, presented to those who exemplify the core values of honor, 
courage and commitment. 


A leading advocate for the National World War II Memorial in Washington D.C., 
Benson was also a major contributor and past director of The National D-Day 
Museum in New Orleans, with his pledges helping fund the Pacific 
Exhibit Grand Opening and the Midway Theater.

Texas White Tail Deer, exotic animals from all over the world and has purchased, bred 
and raced over 100 thoroughbred horses.

LeBlanc oversees the business and administrative 
operations of the New Orleans Saints, including 
sales, marketing, community and youth pro- 
grams, game entertainment, and stadium opera- 
tions. For years LeBlanc has worked in various 
areas within the Saints organization as well as the National Football League. She 
has been, and continues to be, an instrumental leader in the direction of the 
Saints administration. 


Her leadership became most evident during and after both Hurricanes Katrina 
and Rita in 2005 where, under the leadership of Saints owner Tom Benson, she 
played a critical role in securing the return of the Saints to New Orleans. Since 
the team’s return, LeBlanc has focused her efforts on fulfilling Tom Benson’s 
pledge to Saints fans throughout the Gulf South “to build a winning team, on and 
off the field, and be leaders in the rebuilding of the Gulf South.” 


In her role as Owner/Executive Vice President, LeBlanc represents the club at 
NFL Ownership Meetings, chairing the NFL Employee Benefits Committee and 
serving on the NFL International Committee which has brought the NFL 
International Series Games to London, including the New Orleans Saints versus 
the San Diego Chargers on October 26, 2008. As a member of the committee, she 
is committed to expanding the popularity and reach of the NFL around the globe. 
LeBlanc has also represented the NFL and the Saints at World Bowl 
Championship contests. Stimulating economic development in the Gulf South 
region on an international level will be one of the primary objectives leading up 
to the Saints-Chargers contest. In addition to this, LeBlanc is committed to bring- 
ing additional international events to the city of New Orleans in an effort to 
increase the city’s global exposure. 


LeBlanc played an integral part in hosting the first U.S. Women’s Soccer 
National Team match in the state of Louisiana versus the Brazilian Women’s 
National team on July 13, 2003. This game was also the first full international 
soccer match in the state, and was televised live by ESPN both domestically and 
internationally. Previously she aided the preparation and execution of a trade mis- 
sion to Honduras to explore the potential of an international market for profes- 
sional football. As a direct result, the Saints signed a partnership agreement with 
Olimpia Deportivo, Honduras’ largest sports club. This partnership included 
bilateral exchange programs, marketing visits, and training seminars. This trade 
mission also resulted in the playing of a soccer match in New Orleans between 
the Dallas Burn of the MLS and a Honduran club. 
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Her close working relationship with the League office has proved to be beneficial 
in securing League grants and programs that benefit Gulf South youth and chari- 
table initiatives. From 2006-2007, the Saints distributed over 1.5 million dollars 
to high school and youth football organizations to help in their post Katrina 
rebuilding process. 


Through her leadership, the Saints maintain an active presence throughout the 
Gulf South region by developing and implementing programs that not only allow 
children to experience the excitement of Saints football but also teach important 
life skills. Over 50,000 young people are reached every year through the Saints 
Youth Program endeavors while almost 700 youth football instructors receive 
training or serve as liaisons in the Saints outreach to their respective areas. For 
her dedication and efforts in youth football development, LeBlanc was awarded 
the 2008 “Star Performance Award” by the Professional Football Strength and 
Conditioning Coaches Society. Continuing to help foster the growth of the sport 
among the region’s youth through education, LeBlanc was honored with the 2008 
Pop Warner Female Achievement Award by the Pop Warner Little Scholars 
organization. 


LeBlanc was recognized for her work on behalf of the team and community by 
being named one of the forty most influential sports executives under the age of 
forty by Street and Smith’s Sports Business Journal in both 2007 and 2008. She 
was also recognized by Louisiana Lt. Governor Mitch Landrieu with the inaugu- 
ral “Changing Louisiana Award” for her volunteerism and social entrepreneurship 
on behalf of the state. In June, LeBlanc was honored in New York as one of three 
selections by vote for WISE’s (Women in Sports and Events) “Women of the 
Year” for 2008. 


LeBlanc, along with Saints owner Tom Benson, has made the team’s role in the 
rebuilding and growth of New Orleans and the Gulf South a priority. In addition 
to leading the team’s expansive community, youth and charitable efforts, LeBlanc 
serves on the New Orleans Business Council, the United Way Board of Trustees, 
the Board of Trustees of Loyola University, the Shirley Landry Benson PACE 
Center at St. Cecilia, and the Oblate Missionary Partnership. She is also involved 
with significant efforts to support coastal preservation and flood protection, 
working with Women of the Storm and The Coast Guardians to raise public 
awareness of these critical environmental conservation issues. These efforts have 
included lobbying members of Congress in Washington, DC, creating public 
service announcements and recruiting players and their families to lend their sup- 
port to the mission. 


In addition to her position with the Saints, LeBlanc serves as Owner/Executive 
Vice President of the New Orleans VooDoo of the Arena Football League and has 
played a key role in the development of the team since the franchise was award- 
ed in 2002. In 2004, LeBlanc was named AFL Executive of the Year and she 
currently serves on the Executive Committee and is Vice-Chair of the Properties 
Committee. Under her leadership, the VooDoo set a league record for season 
ticket sales in 2007 and led the AFL in attendance. With AFL board support, she 
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and Tom Benson helped to secure ArenaBowl XXI for New Orleans, the first 
professional sports league championship game held in the city since Hurricane 
Katrina. Based upon the success of that event, and their continued efforts, 
ArenaBowl XXII was also awarded to the city of New Orleans and was played 
on July 27, 2008. 


LeBlanc is a graduate of Texas A&M University with a B.S. in Agribusiness, and 
a certificate in International Business from the Mays School of Business. She 
was a member of the inaugural class of the NFL Managers Program at Stanford 
University’s Executive Education Graduate School of Business. Her previous 
sports experience includes roles with the NFL in New York, the NFL Properties 
Publishing Group in Los Angeles and NFL Films in Mount Laurel, N.J. 
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HEAD COACH 


Sean Payton enters his third year as head coach of the 
New Orleans Saints and in his brief time with the club 
already ranks among the most successful head coaches 
in franchise history. He is the only coach to lead the 
Saints to an NFC Championship, was a unanimous choice for NFL Coach of the 
Year, has been the architect of an offense that has rewritten the club’s record books 
and since his arrival has instilled a winning culture within the organization. 





Payton has done so while overhauling the roster. The Saints enter the preparations 
for the 2008 season with a team that has only 14 players from the group he inherit- 
ed, players that have the responsibility, character and accountability that Payton has 
stressed since he came to New Orleans. 


Teamwork and a dedication to the fundamentals have been the hallmarks of the 
Saints since 2006. Payton assembled a staff that is deep in coaches who are teachers 
first, and the NFL’s traditional timetable for rebuilding was scrapped after he took 
over. In his opening season, the club jumped out to a 3-0 record — a first in team 
history — and clinched the NFC South title before the regular season ended. 


That season the Saints also ranked first in the league in offense for the first time in 
club history. When his opening season as head coach came to a close, Payton was 
voted the Coach of the Year by the Associated Press, Pro Football Weekly/Pro 
Football Writers of America, The Sporting News and the Maxwell Club. 


In 2007, the Saints endured injuries and a slow start, but put together a four-game 
winning streak and soundly defeated the 11-5 Jacksonville Jaguars and 10-6 Seattle 
Seahawks. New Orleans finished No. 4 in the NFL in total offense and held nine 
opponents to 17 points or less. 


The Saints’ offense has thrived with Payton handling the play-calling. In 2007, the 
Saints set a team record with an NFC-high 346 first downs and ranked fourth in the 
league with 5,780 total yards. The Saints scored 47 touchdowns — the third-most in 
team history — gave up a league-low 16 sacks and also led the NFL in scoring per- 
centage (72.0) in the red zone. 


It was a memorable encore to 2006, when New Orleans ranked No. 1 in the NFL in 
offense (averaging 391.5 yards per contest), posted 330 first downs and 6,264 net 
yards and tied a team mark by scoring 49 touchdowns. New Orleans rushed for 
1,761 yards and 19 TDs and was the only team with four players with over 650 
receiving yards. 


Payton has had particular success tutoring quarterbacks since arriving in the NFL. 
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Last season, QB Drew Brees had the finest season for a passer in club history, set- 
ting a league record for completions with 440, and team records with 28 touch- 
downs, 4,423 yards, 67.5 percent completion percentage and 652 attempts. 


The performance came on the heels of a 2006 season when Brees led the NFL with 
4,418 yards and a club-record 96.2 passer rating. Over the last two years, WR 
Marques Colston has hauled in 168 passes, the most in NFL history for a player in 
his first two seasons. RB Reggie Bush ranks second with 161. 


Since 2000, every passer under Payton’s guidance has thrown for over 3,000 yards. 
The three starting quarterbacks he worked with in Dallas — Drew Bledsoe in 2005, 
Vinny Testaverde in 2004 and Quincy Carter in 2003 — all surpassed the milestone. 


Payton was hired as the 14th head coach in Saints history on Jan. 18, 2006 after 
being a member of the Dallas Cowboys staff since 2003. In 2008 he enters his 12th 
season in the NFL and 21st as a coach. Prior to his final season with the Cowboys, 
Payton was promoted to assistant head coach/passing game coordinator and was 
responsible for the team’s play-calling. 


For the previous two years with Dallas, he had been assistant head coach/quarter- 
backs. Prior to joining the Cowboys in 2003, he was with the New York Giants 
(1999-2002) and the Philadelphia Eagles (1997-98). 


In 2005, the Cowboys had the NFL’s 13th-ranked offense and finished tied for sec- 
ond in the NFC with 318 first downs. When Payton arrived the Cowboys had 
ranked 31st in passing the previous year but immediately improved to 17th, as 
Carter became the first Dallas quarterback to throw for over 3,000 yards since 1997. 
Payton came to Dallas after four years with the New York Giants, the last three as 
offensive coordinator. The Giants had one of the NFL’s most productive offenses 
and QB Kerry Collins posted franchise-record passing numbers. Behind his club-

ESPN’s Chris Berman will serve 
as the Gala’s master of ceremonies. In addition, Payton cited three of the main 
benefactors for this year’s Gala; Brad Pitt’s Make It Right INO) BW sEtiTe 
Kern’s First Responders Fund and the Dr. Phil Foundation, songittite children 
in need in Louisiana. 


As will become tradition with Payton’s Play It Forward F oundation, Sean 
and Beth will identify honorary chairs for the Black & Gold Gala. This year, 
the Foundation will honor musicians Irma,Thomas and Jimmy Buffett. 


“Beth and I have proudly called. New Orleans home for the past two years and 
being able to begin Payton’s Play It Forward Foundation is something we 
were extremely proud to do,” said Payton. “Our goals are to help New Orleans 
return to prominence as one of the greatest cities in the world. However, work 
still needs to be done on a number of levels to help people regain their footing 
and we have every intention on playing our part.”

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record 4,073 passing yards, the Giants finished 2002 as the NFL’s sixth-ranked 
offense, the team’s highest ranking since 1985. 


Payton solidified his reputation as one of the game’s top offensive minds in 2000. In 
his first season as coordinator, the Giants captured the NFC title and went to Super 
Bowl XXXV. New York scored 328 points — the club’s highest total since 1990 — 
finished 13th in the NFL in offense and jumped from 24th to 11th in rushing. 


Payton was first assigned play-calling duties prior to a game against the Jets on 
Dec. 5, 1999. The Giants responded by scoring 41 points and gaining 490 yards — 
both season-highs — and he retained that assignment over the final five games. 
Appointed the offensive coordinator the following season, over the next three years 
the Giants passing attack continually improved, ranking 13th in the NFL in 2000, 
tied for eighth in 2001 and sixth in 2002. In the decade prior to Payton’s arrival, the 
Giants hadn’t ranked above 20th. 


Payton joined the Giants as quarterbacks coach on Feb. 3, 1999. Prior to joining the 
Giants, he spent 1997 and 1998 as Philadelphia’s quarterbacks coach. 


Payton wrapped two coaching stints at San Diego State University (1988-89 and 
1992-93) around a stop at Indiana State (1990-91). During his second stretch with 
the Aztecs, Payton was running backs coach, working with Heisman Trophy runner- 
up Marshall Faulk before becoming quarterbacks coach. 


Following the 1993 season, Payton moved to Miami of Ohio (1994-95) where he 
was quarterbacks coach prior to being promoted to co-offensive coordinator. He 
spent 1996 as quarterbacks coach at Illinois prior to entering the NFL with 
Philadelphia. 


Payton earned a degree in communication at Eastern Illinois, where as a quarterback 
he had 10,665 passing yards, then the third-highest total in NCAA Division I-AA 
history. The three-time AP All-American selection followed his college career with 
professional stints with Chicago of the Arena Football League, Ottawa of the 
Canadian Football League and the Chicago Bears in 1987. Payton was inducted into 
the Eastern IIlinois Hall of Fame in September of 2000. 


Born Dec. 29, 1963 in San Mateo, Calif., and raised in Naperville, Ill., Payton and 
his wife, Beth, have a daughter, Meghan and a son, Connor.

DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR 


An experienced coach known for creating disciplined, 
ageressive defensive units, Gary Gibbs enters his third 
season with the Saints as defensive coordinator and 
seventh year in the NFL. He was the first hire that 
Coach Sean Payton made to his coaching staff after arriving in New Orleans. 





Gibbs joined the Saints after a four-year stint as the linebackers coach of the 
Dallas Cowboys, where he served on the same staff as Payton from 2003-05. 
Throughout his coaching career — including 22 years of college experience and 
Six seasons as head coach at the University of Oklahoma — Gibbs has been 
known for his preparation, attention to detail and ability as a teacher. 


The Saints have added several new defensive players this season, and Gibbs has 
shown over the last two years that he has been able to rapidly blend the talents of 
multiple new starters. Over the last two years, the Saints have surrendered 17 
points or less in 14 games, and in 2006, New Orleans gave up 76 points fewer 
than it had the year before. 


During Gibbs’ tenure in Dallas, the linebackers were one of the club’s most pro- 
ductive position groups and led an aggressive, opportunistic defense. Each year 

under his direction, linebackers finished at the top of the club’s tackle charts and 
posted some of the best totals in franchise history. It was also with Dallas where 
Gibbs first worked with current Saints linebackers Scott Fujita (2005) and Scott 
Shanle (2003-05). 


In 2005, Gibbs played a key role in the Cowboys’ transition to a 3-4 defensive 
alignment. With young players and first-year starters filling key positions, the 
linebackers were the defense’s top playmakers. In his first year in Dallas after 
being acquired in a trade prior to the regular-season opener, Fujita had 58 tackles, 
a pair of sacks and two forced fumbles while starting the last eight games. 


The Cowboys’ three starting linebackers finished 2004 ranked in the top six on 
the team in tackles. In 2003, the linebacker corps led the Cowboys defense with 
the top two tacklers on the squad. In Gibbs’ first season in Dallas, LB Dexter 
Coakley led the club with 173 stops, the second-highest total in club history. 


Gibbs joined the Cowboys following consecutive one-year stints as the defensive 
coordinator at LSU (2001) and the University of Georgia (2000). During his lone 
season in Baton Rouge, the Tigers compiled a 10-3 record, took the SEC title and 
won the Nokia Sugar Bowl. LSU ranked 21st nationally against the run and led 
the SEC with 18 interceptions. In his year at Georgia, the Bulldogs ranked 19th 
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in the nation in total defense and 12th in scoring defense by allowing just 18 
points per game. 


Gibbs spent 23 years at the University of Oklahoma as a player, assistant and 
head coach. During that time, the Sooners played in 16 bowl games and won 
three national titles. In his six seasons as the head coach (1989-94), Gibbs guided 
the Sooners to three bowl games and an overall record of 44-23-2. After taking 
over the program, he continued the school’s tradition of success, improving 
Oklahoma’s record each of his first three seasons and winning bowl games in 
1991 and 1993. 


Gibbs began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at Oklahoma in 1975 and 
was promoted to linebackers coach three years later. In 1981, he was named 
defensive coordinator and Gibbs held that post until taking over as head coach in 
1989. During his stretch as defensive coordinator, the Sooners captured the 1985 
national title, and the defense led the nation three-straight years (1985-87). 


Gibbs was a linebacker at Oklahoma from 1972 to 1974, a span that saw the 
Sooners post a 32-1-1 overall mark and finish No. | in the nation in 1974 — with 
Gibbs recording 114 tackles as a starter. The Sooners ranked second in the nation 
in 1972 and finished third the following year. Before joining the coaching staff at 
Oklahoma, Gibbs went to training camp with the New England Patriots as a free 
agent in 1975. 


He earned his undergraduate degree in marketing from Oklahoma in 1974 and his 
master’s degree in business from his alma mater in 1976. A native of Beaumont, 
Texas, Gibbs lettered in both football (linebacker) and baseball (shortstop) at 
Spring Branch (Texas) HS. He and his wife Jeanne, have two daughters, Whitley 
and Jordan.

OFFENSIVE COORDINATOR/ 
OFFENSIVE LINE 


Under Doug Marrone, the Saints have been one of the 
NFL's most explosive and consistent offenses, ranking 
among the league leaders since his arrival in 2006 and 
rewriting the club's all-time records in the process. His responsibilities are super- 
vising the offensive attack on a weekly basis as well as tutoring an offensive line 
that has evolved into one of the NFL's best units. Marrone's detail-oriented 
approach has earned him a reputation around league circles for innovation and as 
a top-notch teacher. 





After ranking first in the NFL in offense for the first time in club history in 2006, 
the unit had a fitting encore last season by finishing fourth in the league. The 
Saints ranked first in red zone touchdown percentage (.720, 36 of 50), led the 
NFC in third-down conversions (46.3) and notched 346 first downs, shattering 
the team record by 16 that the club had set in 2006. New Orleans set an NFL 
record with 440 completions, and also set team all-time highs for passing first 
downs (222), attempts (652), touchdowns (28) and completion percentage (67.5). 


A key part of the success has been the offensive line, which has flourished under 
Marrone's guidance. Though New Orleans led the NFL in pass attempts last year, 
the club also allowed the fewest sacks in the league with a scant 16, an average 
of one per 41 attempted. Since Marrone's arrival in 2006, the Saints have thrown 
1,232 passes — including 580 in 2006 — and surrendered only 39 sacks. 


When Marrone was hired by New Orleans Jan. 27, 2006, the team had never had 
a 4,000-yard passer or posted over 5,700 yards of offense. The Saints set a team 
record with an NFL-leading 6,264 yards in Marrone's first season, and followed 
that total with 5,780 yards last year. QB Drew Brees has thrown for over 4,000 
yards each of the last two seasons (a club-record 4,423 in 2007, 4,418 in 2006). 
These accomplishments have come despite Marrone molding an offensive line 
that had a different starter at every position from the unit he inherited. 


In 2006, Jammal Brown was voted All-Pro and to the Pro Bowl in his first season 
at left tackle, and Jahri Evans was a unanimous All-Rookie selection. The Saints 
averaged 391.5 yards per game and set club records with 330 first downs, an 
average of 5.8 yards per play and 4,503 passing yards. The Saints were the only 
team in the NFL with four players with over 650 receiving yards. 


Marrone joined Sean Payton's staff after serving as the offensive line coach of the 


New York Jets from 2002-05. Over that span, Marrone formed a group of veter- 
ans and young players into one of the club's most consistent position groups. 
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During his four-year stretch with New York, the Jets played in four playoff 
games (two in 2002 and a pair in 2004). 


In 2004, the offensive line paved the way for the Jets to finish third in the NFL in 
rushing yards (2,388) and second in rushing first downs (135) as the offense 
posted one of the highest rushing averages (4.5) in club history. RB Curtis Martin 
led the league with 1,697 yards and posted nine 100-yard games. 


In 2003, the offensive line helped the offense average 5.3 yards per play and 4.0 
per rushing attempt. In Marrone's first season with the Jets, despite having two 
new Starters the line led the way for the offense to rush for 1,618 yards. Marrone 
arrived in New York after spending 2001 at the University of Tennessee as tight 
ends and tackles coach. Marrone spent a season at the University of Georgia 
(2000) after serving from 1995-99 at Georgia Tech. 


During his stint with the Yellow Jackets, Marrone was the director of football 
operations (1995), tight ends coach (1996) and the offensive line coach (1997- 
99). In 1999, the Yellow Jackets finished first nationally in total offense, averag- 
ing 509.4 yards and 40.7 points per game. Georgia Tech participated in a bowl 
game each season from 1997-99. 


He began his coaching career in 1992 at Cortland (N.Y.) State as a tight ends 
coach before stints as offensive line coach at the U.S. Coast Guard Academy 
(1993) and Northeastern University (1994). 


Selected in the sixth round in 1986, Marrone was drafted by the Los Angeles 
Raiders and played in two seasons in the NFL; first with the Miami Dolphins in 
1987 and with the Saints in 1989. Marrone also had stints with Pittsburgh, Dallas 
and Minnesota before closing his career with the NFLE London Monarchs 
(1991-92). 


A three-year letterman at Syracuse (1983-85), Marrone returned to the school and 
graduated in 1991. He and his wife, Helen, have two daughters, Madeline and 
Anne, and a son, Mack.

ASSISTANT HEAD COACH/ 
LINEBACKERS 


Entering his third decade of coaching in the NFL, 
assistant head coach/linebackers Joe Vitt has earned a 
reputation for building linebacker units that are funda- 
mentally-sound and aggressive. Highly-respected around the league, Vitt is 
known as a communicator, motivator and top teacher of defensive schemes, and 
his linebackers have yearly ranked among their defense’s top contributors. 





In 2007, the Saints’ trio of starting linebackers — Scott Fujita, Mark Simoneau 
and Scott Shanle — all ranked among the club’s top three in total tackles, with 
Fujita leading the team with 119 stops. The linebacker corps also added six 
sacks, four forced fumbles and three fumble recoveries. 


Vitt came to the Saints after serving as interim head coach for the final 11 games 
of the 2005 season in St. Louis. He held the Rams together during a difficult 
period after previously holding the title of assistant head coach/linebackers. It 
was part of a two-year stint with the Rams where he also turned a handful of 
young defenders into a unit that paced the team in tackles each season. 


He joined St. Louis after working as linebackers coach in Kansas City from 
2000-03. It was with the Chiefs where he first worked with Fujita, a fifth-round 
pick who developed into one of Kansas City’s top defenders and led the club in 
tackles for two seasons. 


Vitt took over the linebacker corps in Kansas City after tutoring the defensive 
backs for Green Bay in 1999, molding a group of rookies and young players into 
a formidable unit that doubled the Packers’ previous-year total by picking off 26 
passes. One of the players he developed was CB Mike McKenzie, who was 
selected to several all-rookie teams that year and is now with the Saints. 


From 1995-98, Vitt was linebackers coach for Philadelphia. In 1998, his group 
helped the Eagles lead the NFL in pass defense, allowing 170 yards per game. 
Vitt was assistant head coach and defensive backs coach with the Rams under 
Chuck Knox from 1992-94, the franchise’s final three seasons in Los Angeles. 


Vitt spent 10 seasons with the Seattle Seahawks (1982-91), holding several titles 
during that stretch. In 1982 he was defensive quality control coach/assistant 
strength & conditioning coach. From 1983-87 Vitt was quality control/assistant 


linebackers coach, and from 1988-91 he tutored the safeties. 


Born in Syracuse, N.Y., Vitt grew up in Blackwood, N.J., and played four years 
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at linebacker for Towson State, where he was part of a squad that went undefeat- 
ed in 1974. Vitt was later inducted into the Towson State Hall of Fame. He 
entered the NFL coaching ranks with the Baltimore Colts as assistant 
strength/quality control coach from 1979-81. 


Vitt is married to Linda, with two children: Joe, Jr. and daughter, Jennifer.

SPECIAL TEAMS COORDINATOR 


Recently promoted, Greg McMahon enters his third 
season with the Saints and first as special teams coor- 
dinator. By stressing consistency and opportunistic 
play, the experienced coach has played a key role in 
the club's improvement on special teams over the last two years. 


McMahon served as assistant special teams coach for his previous two seasons, a 
stint where the Saints have blocked a punt, a pair of field goals and scored three 
touchdowns on special teams - including a game-winning punt return. 


McMahon joined the Saints after a one-year stop as tight ends/special teams 
coach at East Carolina. In 2005, the Pirates finished in the top 20 in the nation in 
field goal accuracy and had a pair of solid return men. As tight ends coach, 
McMahon was part of an staff that directed East Carolina to the fourth-highest 
passing total in school history. 


He spent 13 years at the University of Illinois (1992-2004), working primarily 
with tight ends and wide receivers. In 1997, McMahon took on the additional 
responsibility of overseeing the special teams. His efforts were integral in Illinois 
making four bowl appearances and twice appearing in the final national rankings, 
and in 2001 the school finished 10-2 and won the Big Ten title. 


Based on the records his units established, the play of the special teams during 
McMahon's years at Illinois are unmatched in school history. Illinois blocked 16 
kicks from 2001-04 and accounted for nine touchdowns. K Neil Rackers, now 
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with the Arizona Cardinals, and punt return yardage leader Eugene Wilson 
(Tampa Bay Buccaneers) both benefited from McMahon's guidance. Players 
under his direction included the school leaders in career punting average, single- 
season scoring and all-time punt return yardage. 


McMahon, 47, came to Illinois in 1992 from Nevada-Las Vegas, where he spent 
two years as special teams coordinator as well as coaching offensive tackles and 
tight ends. He has also had stints with Valdosta (Ga.) State, Southern Illinois, 
North Alabama and Minnesota. 


As a defensive back at Eastern Illinois, he was a member of two teams that 
played for the NCAA Division IT National Championship. The Panthers won the 
title in 1978 and went to the championship game again two years later. McMahon 
earned a degree in psychology from EIU in 1983. 


McMahon and wife, Linda, are the parents of sons Drew and Sam and a daugh- 
ter, Lisa.

Dennis Allen returns to the foundation of his football 
experience in 2008, taking over as coach of the club's 
secondary after spending the previous two years with 
New Orleans as the assistant defensive line coach. 
Allen, a standout college safety, has had three stints working with defensive 
backs in the past. 





Over the last two years, Allen has helped tutor a defensive line that has been one 
of the strengths of the Saints' defense. The unit combined for 48.5 sacks, 10 
forced fumbles and 10 fumble recoveries over the last two seasons and DE Will 
Smith was voted to the Pro Bowl in 2006. 


Allen joined the Saints after a four-year stint with the Atlanta Falcons, where he 


spent his final two years as defensive assistant/quality control, with an emphasis 
on working with the defensive line. Over the previous two seasons, he was in 
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charge of defensive quality control while helping tutor the secondary. 


Over his last two years in Atlanta, the Falcons' defense was paced by the play of 
the front four. In 2004, Atlanta led the NFL for the first time in club history with 
48 sacks and the unit sent DE Patrick Kerney to the Pro Bowl. In 2005 DT Rod 

Coleman represented the club in the Pro Bowl and the Falcons notched 37 sacks. 


In 2002, Allen's first year with the Falcons, he assisted in coaching the defensive 
backfield. Atlanta improved to 16th vs. the pass after ranking 30th the year 
before, and tied for third in the NFL with 24 interceptions. 


Allen worked as the secondary coach for the University of Tulsa (2000-01) 
before heading to the NFL. Prior to his stint at Tulsa, Allen was on the coaching 
staff for four years (1996-99) at Texas A&M as a graduate assistant, working pri- 
marily with the school's secondary. 


A native of Hurst, Texas, Allen earned four letters for Texas A&M as a safety 
from 1992-95 and started the final 21 games of his career. A highlight was his 
fourth-quarter interception that clinched an 18-9 victory over Texas in 1993, 
sending the Aggies to their third-straight Cotton Bowl. He collected Southwest 
Conference Defensive Player of the Week honors after intercepting two passes in 
a 36-14 win over Oklahoma in 1994. 


Allen was signed as an undrafted free agent by the Buffalo Bills and competed in 
their training camp in 1996. Allen's father, Grady, was a linebacker for the 
Falcons from 1969-72. He and his wife, Alisson, have a son, Garrison and a 
daughter, Layla.

Adam Bailey enters his fourth season as assistant 
strength & conditioning coach. He plays an important 
role in preparing the team for the demands of an NFL 
season, assisting Head Strength & Conditioning Coach Dan Dalrymple in imple- 
menting a detailed workout program tailored to each player. 
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Bailey was promoted to his current position in 2005 after serving as an intern in 
strength & conditioning in 2004. He arrived in New Orleans after working as a 
graduate assistant at the University of Missouri for the football, baseball and 
track strength & conditioning programs. Bailey has also held similar positions at 
Auburn, Louisville and Texas. 


He holds a master's degree from Missouri in Educational, School and Counseling 
Psychology, with an emphasis in health promotion, and graduated from 
Louisville with an undergraduate degree in Physical Education. Bailey was born 
March 30, 1976 in Tyler, Texas.

QUARTERBACKS/PASSING GAME 


Pete Carmichael, Jr. enters his third season with the 
Saints as quarterbacks coach/passing game, a stretch 
where New Orleans has had the most prolific passing 
attack in club history and featured one of the top- 
ranked offenses in the NFL. Carmichael's duties include tutoring the quarterbacks 
and on a weekly basis assisting in the planning and preparation of the team's 
passing game. 





Carmichael works closely with QB Drew Brees, who since 2006 has shattered 
the majority of the franchise's single-season records. Last season Brees led the 
NFL with 440 completions and 652 attempts and finished third with 4,423 yards 
- all club records. He also set team records with a completion percentage of 67.5 
and 28 touchdown passes. In 2006, under Carmichael's tutelage Brees had an 
NFL-high 4,418 yards as the Saints featured the league's No. 1-ranked 

passing attack. 


Carmichael and Brees had spent the previous four seasons in game-planning ses- 
sions when both were with the San Diego Chargers, with Carmichael serving as 
assistant wide receivers coach/quality control. 


While tutoring quarterbacks, Carmichael brings the added perspective of having a 
wide range of coaching experiences, including working with nearly every posi- 
tion group on offense during his career. With the Chargers, he assisted wide 
receivers coach James Lofton for an offense that ranked 10th in the NFL in 2004 
and 2005. Carmichael joined the Chargers in 2002 and served as offensive assis- 
tant/quality control until being promoted. 
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In 2001, Carmichael was quality control coach for the Washington Redskins, and 
in 2000, he was the tight ends and offensive assistant coach for the Cleveland 
Browns. From 1995-99, Carmichael was the quarterbacks coach at Louisiana 
Tech, and during his tenure the Bulldogs' QBs broke almost every passing record 
at the school. He began his coaching career as the assistant offensive line coach 
at the University of New Hampshire in 1994, with the Wildcats winning the 
Yankee Conference championship. 


Born Oct. 6, 1971 in Framingham, Mass., Carmichael attended Medway (Mass.) 
HS where he played football and baseball. He went on to a collegiate playing 
career in baseball and was a four-year letterman at Boston College. As a senior, 
he was a team captain and Most Valuable Player. Carmichael graduated with a 
degree in mathematics in 1994. 


Carmichael and his wife, Tina, have sons, Peter (9) and John (3), and daughter 
Allison (7).

HEAD STRENGTH & CONDITIONING 


Dan Dalrymple enters his third year as head strength 
& conditioning coach, with his efforts both in the off- 
season and during the season playing a critical role in 
the team's success. For each player on the roster, 
Dalrymple prepares and coordinates comprehensive workout programs designed 
for the specific needs of their position group. 


Prior to joining the Saints in 2006, Dalrymple had spent the previous 17 seasons 
in a similar capacity at Miami University (Ohio), including the last 16 as director 
of athletic conditioning, a program he built from the ground up. While the foot- 
ball team was a focus of his efforts, Dalrymple and his staff created workout reg- 
imens for every athletic program. He was promoted with the additional title of 
assistant athletic director in 2003. 


Dalrymple has been certified by the National Strength & Conditioning 
Association since 1991 and has been honored as a finalist for the organization's 
coach of the year in 1995, 1997, 1999, 2003 and 2006. He is one of only two 
NFL coaches in his field to be certified by the Collegiate Strength & 
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Conditioning Coaches Association as a Master Strength & Conditioning Coach. 


Dalrymple has earned two certifications for USA Weightlifting that designate him 
as qualified to work with athletes in Olympic weightlifting and as a sports per- 
formance specialist. 


After taking over the supervision of Miami's strength and conditioning program 
in 1989, the football program posted a 116-72-9 record, had a streak of 12- 
straight winning seasons and went to bowl games in 2003 and 2004. Coupled 
with an intense work ethic and a constant evolution in his approach, Dalrymple's 
success is also built on his lengthy background in football. 


A 1988 graduate of Miami, Dalrymple was a four-year starter (1983-86) as an 
offensive lineman and was a first-team All-MAC selection his final two seasons, 
also earning honorable mention All-America accolades. He was one of three cap- 
tains of the 1986 conference champion team. Dalrymple was later honored as one 
of five linemen on The Cincinnati Enquirer's All-20th Century Miami football 
team and was elected to the school's Hall of Fame in 2002. 


After his college career and attending training camp with the Seattle Seahawks, 
Dalrymple returned to his alma mater as a student assistant coach in 1987. He 
served as a graduate assistant the following year on the coaching staff before 
being promoted to offensive line and strength coach in 1989. He was named 
strength & conditioning coordinator in December of that year. Dalrymple and his 
wife, Susan, recently had a daughter, Kylelyn.

WIDE RECEIVERS 


With a demanding, high-energy teaching style and an 
uncompromising approach to the game, Curtis Johnson 
has helped produce top-quality wide receivers through- 
out his coaching career. His reputation has only grown 
since he arrived in New Orleans in 2006, as the wide receiver corps has made 
extensive contributions to the Saints ranking among the NFL's top offenses over the 
last two years. 


A New Orleans native, Johnson joined the Saints after serving as the wide receivers 
coach at the University of Miami from 1996-2005, where he tutored an impressive 
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group of players that included five No. | draft picks. Since coming to the Saints' 
staff, Johnson has worked with both young and veteran wide receivers, and all have 
benefitted from his guidance. 


Over the last two years, WR Marques Colston has gone from the fourth-to-last play- 
er selected in the 2006 NFL Draft to posting 168 catches - the most in league histo- 
ry for a player in his first two seasons. WR David Patten, who had only 23 catches 
the previous two years, had a career-resurgence in his 11th season after signing with 
New Orleans in 2007 with 54 catches for 792 yards. 


Johnson's stable of wide receivers combined for eight 100-yard days, 22 touch- 
downs and 2,831 yards last season, as the Saints featured the league's third-ranked 
passing attack. Entering the third year of his initial NFL assignment, Johnson's 
coaching style is hands-on and detail-oriented, and as a result few coaches at any 
level can match the wide receivers that Johnson has helped develop. 


The group of standouts under his direction while at Miami and his prior stop at San 
Diego State includes some of the top wide receivers over the last decade, including 
NFL first-round picks Andre Johnson, Santana Moss, Reggie Wayne, Yatil Green 
and Darnay Scott. 


At Miami, Johnson was part of a staff that went to nine bowl games and won the 
2001 National Championship. He polished the skills of at least one All-Big East 
performer each season from 1996-2005, including Johnson - the third overall pick 
by Houston in 2003 - and Moss, who became the Hurricanes' all-time leader in 
receiving yardage before making the Pro Bowl for Washington. Wayne departed 
ranked first in school history in catches and is a Pro Bowl performer for Indianapolis. 


In his five-year stint at San Diego State (1989-93) Johnson landed some of the 
school's biggest recruits, including 2000 NFL MVP and fellow New Orleans native 
Marshall Faulk as well as Scott, who completed his eight-year NFL career with 408 
grabs and 37 TDs. Each year Johnson was with the Aztecs the school had an all- 
conference performer at wide receiver.

Entering his first season with the Saints and fourth in 
the NFL, Travis Jones will assist Ed Orgeron in tutor- 
ing the defensive line. Jones brings unrivaled intensity 
to his position on the practice field, and arrived in 
New Orleans with the reputation as a top teacher of defensive line fundamentals. 





Jones has spent the last three seasons with the Miami Dolphins - serving his first 
season as assistant defensive line coach and working with the outside linebackers 
and defensive ends over his final two years with the club. During his tenure with 
the Dolphins, the defensive line recorded 92 sacks, DE Jason Taylor was selected 
to the Pro Bowl each year and was named 2007 NFL Defensive Player of the Year. 


Before arriving in Miami, Jones spent 2003-04 at LSU, where he was defensive 
line coach/recruiting coordinator. In his first season, the Tigers' defensive front 
recorded 31 of the team's school-record 44 sacks, while also limiting opponents 
to 67 yards rushing per game — ranking third in the nation and first in the SEC.

Prior to his stint at LSU, Jones served as defensive line coach at the University of 
Kansas from 2001-02. There he developed the skills of Nate Dwyer, an All-Big 
12 selection in 2001 and a fourth-round choice by Arizona in 2002. From 1998- 
2000, Jones was the linebackers coach/recruiting coordinator at Appalachian

In 1997, Jones opened his coaching career as a graduate assistant at his alma 
mater, the University of Georgia, where he worked with the defensive line, 
including a pair of freshmen in Richard Seymour and Marcus Stroud.

A 17-year coaching veteran with a wealth of postsea- 
son experience as well as a background in working 
with several productive offenses, the Saints made an 
important addition in the offseason in hiring Aaron 
Kromer as running backs coach. He arrived in New Orleans after a three-year 
stint with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers, including the last two as senior 
assistant/offensive line coach. 


Kromer has developed the skills of several Pro Bowl players. In the past he made 
a seamless transition from a college to NFL coach, bringing with him the skills 
as a communicator and teacher of the game. 


Kromer's input has been a key part of strong rushing attacks throughout his 
coaching career. At Tampa Bay in 2007, his unit up front paved the way for the 
Buccaneers to rush for 1,872 yards (117.0 avg. per game) and 15 touchdowns. In 
2006, despite his unit losing a total of 23 starts from injuries, Kromer prepared a 
pair of rookie starters weekly and Tampa Bay cracked the 1,500-yard rushing 
milestone. 


With his input as senior assistant on the offensive staff in 2005, the Buccaneers 
surpassed the 100-yard rushing plateau in 10 games, and the offensive line 
helped RB Carnell Williams earn NFL Rookie of the Year honors. Following the 
season, he was selected by head coach Jon Gruden to attend the NFL's Coaches 
Career Development Symposium. 


Kromer arrived in Tampa Bay after spending four seasons with the Oakland 
Raiders as the offensive line coach from 2002-04 and assistant offensive line 
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coach in 2001. During his years in Oakland, the Raiders' offensive line was the 
foundation of a unit that led the NFL in total offense in 2002 — the same season 
QB Rich Gannon was named the NFL Most Valuable Player and the club 
advanced to Super Bowl XXXVII. 


While in Oakland, Kromer tutored Pro Bowl selections T Lincoln Kennedy 
(2001-02) and C Barrett Robbins (2002) and also coached 2004 All-Rookie 
selection T Robert Gallery. Prior to joining the Raiders — his first NFL assign- 
ment — Kromer served as the offensive line coach at Northwestern from 1999- 
2000, with the Wildcats leading the Big Ten in total offense in his final season. 


He had previously spent nine seasons (1990-98) at Miami University (Ohio), his 
alma mater, where Kromer gained a wealth of experience and perspective while 
holding several assignments. He coached the offensive line in 1998, after previ- 
ously working with the tight ends/H-Backs, defensive line and special teams. 
Kromer was a graduate assistant at the school from 1990-91. 


Kromer lettered at Miami at offensive tackle from 1987-89 and served as a cap- 
tain his last two seasons — one of only four players in the history of the program 
to serve as a two-time captain. He was a recipient of the National Football 
Foundation and Hall of Fame Scholar-Athlete Award and graduated with a degree 
in education. Kromer earned his master's degree in education administration 

in 1991. 


Kromer and his wife, Dawn, have a son, Zachary, and a daughter, Brooke.

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combined for 25.5 sacks. 


Like many members of the staff that Coach Sean Payton has put together, 
Lombardi has prior experience as a coordinator and brings the teaching skills of a 
former college coach. Lombardi joined the Falcons following a stint at 
Mercyhurst College (Erie, Pa.), where he was the offensive coordinator and quar- 
terbacks coach from 2002-05. He also served as recruiting coordinator at the 
school. 


Lombardi also coached tight ends and running backs for the New York/New 
Jersey Hitmen of the XFL. In 2000, he tutored the defensive line and served as 
the strength & conditioning coordinator at Bucknell University. 


He coached both the tight ends and tackles at the Virginia Military Institute in 
1999, and Lombardi opened his coaching career at the University of Dayton, 
where he was responsible for the defensive line from 1996-98.

TIGHT ENDS 


Tight ends coach Terry Malone enters his third season 
in New Orleans, and over the last two years has built a 
productive, hard-working group that has distinguished 
itself with its timely receptions and blocking. Malone 
is an experienced member of the coaching staff who brings excellent teaching 
skills and the additional perspective of having been an offensive coordinator. 





In 2007, the Saints' tight ends combined for 76 catches for 710 yards and four 
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touchdowns, the bulk coming from the combination of Eric Johnson and Billy 
Miller. Under Malone's tutelage over the last two seasons, the tight ends corps 
have contributed to the success of the New Orleans offense with their blocking in 
the running game and drive-sustaining catches. 


Malone worked at Michigan from 1997-2005, including his final four seasons as 
the Wolverines' offensive coordinator/tight ends. During his tenure as coordinator 
the school had 14 All-Big Ten selections and four All-Americans. The 
Wolverines had back-to-back conference Player of the Year winners (Chris Perry, 
2003 and Braylon Edwards, 2004). During Malone's nine seasons, Michigan won 
five Big 10 championships and appeared in eight New Year's Day bowl games. 


In 2004, the offense ranked second in the Big Ten and 24th in the nation in scor- 
ing by averaging over 30 points per contest. The Wolverines were led by 
Rimington Trophy co-recipient David Baas and Edwards, who won the 
Biletnikoff Award as the country's top receiver. QB Chad Henne became the first 
true freshman in Big Ten history to lead his squad to a conference title and was 
the first to start a Rose Bowl. 


In 2003, Malone was named a finalist for the Broyles award, recognizing the top 
college assistant. It was a fitting honor, as the Wolverines tied for 12th nationally 
in scoring (35.4 avg.) and 15th in total offense (446.7 avg.) while setting school 
records in every passing category. Michigan led the Big Ten in passing (270.8 
avg.) for the first time since 1948 and set school marks for total yards (5,807) en 
route to the Big Ten title. 


Malone began his years at Michigan as offensive line coach, with the Wolverines 
winning the 1997 national title in his first season. His offensive line allowed a 
conference-low 18 sacks. He would remain in that position until being promoted 
to offensive coordinator after the 2001 season. 


Michigan had three NFL draft picks in 2001, including No. | picks Steve 
Hutchinson and Jeff Backus and second-rounder Maurice Williams. The line 
paved the way for RB Anthony Thomas to break all of the Wolverines' rushing 
yardage and touchdowns records. 


Two Malone-coached players have been recognized as the Big Ten Offensive 
Lineman of the Year: Jon Jansen (1997) and Hutchinson (2000). Hutchinson 
became just the fourth player in conference history to earn All-Big Ten first team 
honors after all four years. 


Malone arrived at Ann Arbor after spending 1996 as offensive line coach at 
Boston College on the staff of Head Coach Dan Henning. Prior to that season, 
Malone served as offensive line coach, tight ends coach, and offensive coordina- 
tor at Bowling Green from 1986-95. Before returning to his alma mater, Holy 
Cross, in 1985 to tutor the tight ends, Malone opened his coaching career as a 
graduate assistant at Arizona. 


A native of Redford, Mich., Malone matriculated at The College of The Holy 
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COACHINGSTAFF 


Cross and started four seasons at tight end. Malone was the Crusaders' captain as 
a senior. He earned a degree in History from Holy Cross (1983).

Over the last two years, the Saints' secondary has held opponents to 200 yards 
passing or less 14 times, and in 2006 the club ranked third in the NFL in defend- 
ing the pass. In 2007, CB Mike McKenzie had one of his finest seasons with two 
interception returns for touchdowns and 63 tackles, and in his first full season as 
a Starter safety Roman Harper had four sacks and three interceptions with a 
touchdown return. 


Oden arrived in New Orleans in 2006 after spending the past two seasons with 
the Houston Texans in a similar capacity. In 2004, Oden's efforts were rewarded 
when Houston's secondary intercepted 18 passes, with CB Dunta Robinson lead- 
ing all NFL rookies with six. 


Oden tutored the defensive backs in 2003 at Eastern Michigan. He worked at 
East Carolina prior to his two seasons at EMU, serving as outside linebackers 
coach in 2000, secondary coach in 2001 and safeties coach in 2002. Each year he 
also was an assistant with the special teams. 


Prior to his stint with Eastern Michigan, Oden spent two seasons at West Point as 
Army's assistant secondary coach. He also led the junior varsity program in 1999 
after serving as its defensive coordinator in 1998. In 1997, Oden coached wide 
receivers as a graduate assistant at Boston College.

Saints coach Sean Payton made a key and experienced 
hire in the offseason when landing Ed Orgeron to tutor 
the defensive line. Orgeron, regarded as one of the top 
collegiate defensive line coaches over the last two 
decades, is a Louisiana native and arrives in New Orleans after a stint as the head 
coach at the University of Mississippi since 2004. 


Orgeron enters his 25th season as a coach and first NFL coaching assignment, 
with the majority of his experience coming on defense. 


During his time in the college ranks — including coaching stops at the University 
of Miami and Southern California — Orgeron has developed the skills of a long 
list of highly-regarded defensive linemen. At Miami from 1988-92, he coached 
eight All-Americans, including NFL first-round picks Cortez Kennedy, Russell 
Maryland and Warren Sapp. During Orgeron’s tenure with the Hurricanes, Miami 
won the national championship in 1989 and 1991 and appeared in five New 
Year’s Day bowl games. 


He joined the USC staff as defensive line coach in 1998, was given the added 
responsibility of recruiting coordinator in 2001 and was promoted to assistant 
head coach in 2003. While with Southern California, the Trojans won national 
championships in 2003 and 2004. Orgeron coached one of the nation’s premier 
defensive lines, including DE Kenechi Udeze — an All-American and first-round 
choice by the Minnesota Vikings in 2004 — and all Pac-10 selections Shaun Cody 
and Mike Patterson. In 2005, Patterson was a No. | pick by Philadelphia and 
Cody a second-round selection by Detroit.

NFL. CAREER - After Brees lifted the Saints to the most successful sea- 
son in club history and was voted first-team All-Pro and a Pro Bowl starter in 
2006, the veteran quarterback had a sparkling encore last season, twice winning 
NFC Player of the Week honors, establishing an NFL single-season record for 
completions with 440, and also setting team records for passing yards (4,423), 
touchdowns (28), completion percentage (67.5), games with over 250 passing 
yards (11) and passing attempts (652). Few players in the era of NFL free agency 
have made the impact that Brees has had on the Saints over the last two years. 
Since 2006, Brees has started all 32 games and put together a remarkable body of 
work in that short stint, posting the first two 4,000-yard passing seasons in team 
history as well as 54 touchdown passes, 20 games with at least 250 passing 
yards, an NFL-high 68 completions of 25 yards or more and a legion of other 
team records. No Saints passer approaches his two-year statistical totals. In 2006, 
Brees led the Saints to the NFC Championship, was selected first-team All-Pro 
by the Associated Press and was also honored as the co-winner of the NFL's 
Walter Payton Man of the Year for his on-field performance, charitable contribu- 
tions and volunteer work. He signed a six-year contract with the Saints in March 
of 2006 as an Unrestricted Free Agent after ranking as one of the NFL's top quar- 
terbacks over the previous two years with San Diego, departing as the Chargers' 
all-time leader for career completion percentage (62.2). Originally drafted by San 
Diego in 2001, in 2004 Brees was selected to the Pro Bowl earned a host of awards, 
including the Associated Press Comeback Player of the Year.

CAREER - Colston went from rookie sensation in 2006 to estab- 
lishing himself as one of the NFL's top targets in his second season. It has been a 
rapid rise for the former 252nd overall choice in the NFL Draft, who went from a 
compensatory pick to a unanimous all-rookie selection to now the holder of sev- 
eral club records. No player in NFL history has caught more passes in his first 
two seasons than Colston's 168 grabs since arriving in New Orleans. In 2007, 
Colston hauled in a Saints' single-season record 98 receptions for 1,202 yards

the league in catches, ranked eighth in yardage and seventh in TD receptions. 
Colston posted a Saints-high 64 first downs and notched four 100-yard receiving 
days. For his career, he has twice had three-straight 100-yard games, and despite 
playing just two seasons already ranks eighth in team record books with 19 
receiving touchdowns. In 2006, the lanky target was the fourth-to-last player 
selected in the draft but emerged as the most productive rookie wideout in club 
history.

Inserted into the starting lineup immediately, 
after nine games Colston had 869 receiving yards — the highest total in league 
history for a rookie in that span.

2OOS — Turned in 
one of the top all-around seasons for an offensive player in club history and set a

WR Marques Colston had eight catches for 
94 yards and a touchdown before being 
forced to leave the game in the second quar- 
ter with a wrist injury. 


QB Drew Brees tied a team record with 6O 
passing attempts, completing 35, for 320 
yards. He had three TD passes, giving him a 
team-record 28 on the season. He also set 
club marks with 4,423 yards and an NFL 
record with 435 completions. 





Hester’s punt return for a TD fol- 
lowed the Saints’ opening drive of the 
third quarter. Twice in the second half 
New Orleans drove into Chicago territory 
only to be stopped on fourth down, and 
the Bears recovered a fumble and also 
forced a safety.

A newly-hired executive, Khai Harley enters his first sea- 
son with the Saints as Director of Football Administration 
and eighth in the NFL. Harley's primary focus will be the salary cap, and by 
working in conjunction with the player personnel department, his efforts to make 
player acquisitions fit within the structure of the cap will be an integral part of 
the Saints' success. 





Harley has a deep background in NFL salary cap administration, Collective 
Bargaining Agreement (CBA) regulations, and the research of player contracts. 
He arrives in New Orleans after serving for the last five years as the Manager of 
Labor Operations with the NFL Management Council. He was responsible for 
ensuring personnel transactions and player contracts submitted by each team 
complied with the CBA and the NFL's Constitution & Bylaws while also provid- 
ing advice to club officials during contract negotiations. 


With the Saints, Harley will research contracts and cap statistics from not only 
the club but from around the league. It is similar to the daily and yearly reconcili- 
ation he did for all 32 clubs, where he calculated cap figures for each team, 
made adjustments for the following year and analyzed statistical trends related to 
player signings. 


In New Orleans, Harley's duties will also include coordinating different areas of 
the football operations, contract negotiations, and being involved in the adminis- 
trative functions of running the club. 


He has also been a member of the NFL's Diversity Council since 2005, which is 
designed to promote diversity throughout the NFL's administrative offices, rec- 
ommend diversity initiatives and implement/oversee approved programs. He 
started in the League Office in 2002 as a Player Personnel Analyst, working to 
ensure each team's compliance with the salary cap, analyzing player contracts 
and researching the eligibility of college players. 


Harley served as an administrative intern with the Philadelphia Eagles from 
2001-02 - gathering data used to determine whether players earned performance- 
based incentives while also handling other administrative duties - and earlier in 
2001 served as football operations intern for the Indianapolis Colts. 


Prior to entering the NFL, Harley was a financial analyst with Bloomberg, L.P. 


from 1995-2000, analyzing domestic and international bond markets, studying 
trends in European markets for clients, training employees and international staff

Rick Reiprish has been a key addition to the Saints' player 
personnel department since joining the club in 2004, 
bringing nearly three decades experience of evaluating 
prospects around the country and searching for talented players. 


As the club's director of college scouting, his responsibilities include coordinat- 
ing the efforts of the team's area scouts, helping to build a consensus entering the 
draft and grading and scouting college players throughout the year. Reiprish's 
insight has been a integral part of the Saints' success in the NFL Draft since 
his arrival. 


New Orleans has picked up a steady stream of top contributors since 2004, 
including future Pro Bowlers DE Will Smith and T Jammal Brown as well as RB 
Reggie Bush and S Roman Harper. The draft has also brought late-round finds 
such as FB Mike Karney, G Jahri Evans and WR Marques Colston, and the col- 
lege scouts have made a savvy discoveries in undrafted free agents such as P 
Steve Weatherford and RB Pierre Thomas. 


Reiprish joined the Saints following an eight-year stint (1994-2002) with 
Jacksonville as director of player personnel, where he was an architect of the 
Jaguars' rapid ascension to the top of the AFC. He was responsible for each of 
the club's drafts since its inaugural effort in 1995, selecting such stalwarts as T 
Tony Boselli, DE Tony Brackens, RB Fred Taylor, S Donovin Darius and CB 
Fernando Bryant.

Siani joined the Saints in 2007 after serving as the head coach/general manager 
of the Fayetteville (N.C.) Guard of the National Indoor Football League from 
2005-06. He also served in similar capacities in the NIFL with the Atlantic City 
CardSharks and the Myrtle Beach Stingrays. 
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He was a No. | pick of the Oakland Raiders in 1972, where Siani was an All- 
Rookie selection. He played for the Raiders for seven seasons — including in 
1977, when Oakland defeated Minnesota in Super Bowl XI. Siani retired in 1981 
after three seasons with the Baltimore Colts. His career totals included 158 recep- 
tions for 2,618 yards and 17 TDs. 


Siani was a standout in football and baseball at Villanova, setting several school 
records in receiving and scoring. He was also drafted by the New York Yankees, 
Los Angeles Dodgers and the Texas Rangers.

Entering his second year as Director of Player 
Development, Fred McAfee has a wide-range of responsi- 
bilities, all centered around improving the quality of life 
for the players and their families, as well as helping players invest in their futures. 


A longtime standout as a Saints' player who retired following the 2006 season 
after 16 NFL seasons, McAfee provides assistance to the veteran players and 
rookies by organizing continuing college education opportunities, internships, life 
skills training seminars, financial education classes and family assistance. He also 
serves as a channel for players in their dealings with coaches and management. 


The transition to the front office has been smooth for McAfee, who was known 
as a positive influence in the locker room during his time in the NFL. He played 
in 194 games in his career, including 122 with New Orleans. Drafted by the 
Saints in the sixth round of the 1991 NFL Draft, he is the only player in team his- 
tory to have been on the roster for all three of the club's division championships 
(1991, 2000, 2006.) 


McAfee first played for the Saints from 1991-1993, leading New Orleans in rush- 
ing as a rookie with a career-high 494 yards. After a seven-game stint with the 
Arizona Cardinals in 1994, he was signed by Pittsburgh later that season. He 
stayed with the Steelers until 1998, and served as their special teams captain for 
three years. 


McAfee rejoined the Saints in 2000 and was voted to the Pro Bowl in 2003. His 
final game in New Orleans was the 2006 finale vs. Carolina, and one of the final 
carries of McAfee's career was a six-yard burst for a touchdown in the third quarter. 


He attended Mississippi College and graduated with a degree in Mass 
Communications. In 2007, he completed the NFL Managers Program at Stanford 
University's Executive Education Graduate School of Business.

With responsibilities that include overseeing the filming 
of all games and practices and editing the video on a 
daily basis for the coaches, scouts and front office per- 
sonnel to evaluate, video director Dave Desposito enters his seventh season 
with the Saints. 





It's time-consuming work that involves late nights and tight deadlines, and the 
game film that Desposito and his staff generates — as well as that of every NFL 
team — is also shipped to future opponents. 


Desposito breaks down the opponent's weekly game video and keeps a detailed 
archive for the coaching staff. Since his arrival, the Saints have also installed a 
state-of-the-art, digital editing system networked throughout the building via 
computer.

Entering his 17th season in the NFL and ninth year with 
the Saints, head athletic trainer Scottie Patton coordinates 
the medical care and injury rehabilitation for the team. 

He arrived in New Orleans in 2000, and since has set the athletic training policies 
for the club and has served as the leader of the club's athletic training staff. 





The Saints' athletic training department has earned a number of awards under 
Patton's direction. In 2006, they were honored as the Athletic Training Staff of 
the Year by both the Professional Football Athletic Trainers Society and the 
National Football League Physician's Society. Patton and his staff were honored 
as the 2007 Athletic Training Staff of the Year by the Southeastern Athletic 
Trainers Association. 


Only the third head athletic trainer in club history, Patton served as an assistant 
athletic trainer with the Philadelphia Eagles from 1996-99 and an assistant athlet- 
ic trainer for San Francisco for the previous five years. With the 49ers, Patton 
was on the staff of the Super Bowl X XIX Champions. He has also served three 
times as an athletic trainer for the NFC squad at the Pro Bowl, including in 2007 
with the Saints. 


Patton earned a bachelor's degree in Sports Medicine/Exercise Science from 
Appalachian State University in 1990. After enrolling in graduate school at the 
University of South Carolina, Patton completed his master's in Sports Medicine 
at San Jose State in 1996.

As the Saints’ equipment manager, Dan Simmons 1s 
responsible for the myriad of details that go into filling 
the team's daily needs, including the purchase, upkeep 
and repair of all equipment and uniforms for the players and coaches, the trans- 
portation of that equipment for every road trip and the daily practice field 
arrangement. 





Simmons is also the club’s longest-tenured employee and now in his fourth 
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decade with the Saints. Known to all at the team's training facility as “Chief,” he 
was honored by the organization for his 30th season with the club in 2002, 
becoming only the second employee to reach the milestone since the team's 
founding in 1967. He was hired for his current position April 1, 1973. 


Following the 2005 season, Simmons and his staff were selected in a vote by 
their peers for the Whitey Zimmerman Memorial Award, the most prestigious 
award in the profession and annually given to the NFL equipment staff that 
exceeds the usual demands of the position with excellent service and by respond- 
ing to adversity. Simmons and his staff were also the first recipient of the award 
in 1994. 


In 2005, the equipment staff overcame extraordinary challenges in the forced 
evacuation from New Orleans because of Hurricane Katrina. After departing New 
Orleans, the club's base of operation moved three times, including a last stop at a 
high school baseball stadium. The equipment staff made those moves nearly 
seamless for the team, and with four home games in Baton Rouge, nearly every 
contest demanded the packing and preparation of a road game from an equip- 
ment standpoint. 


Dedication to an NFL team runs in his blood. His father, Bill, started the tradition 
by holding a similar post with the St. Louis Cardinals for 22 years. Dan joined 
the Saints after working with his father.

— the Saints' top executive overseeing the club's sales of 
season and group tickets, suites and merchandise — enters 
his ninth season with the Saints and 21st year in professional sports. The organization 
has reached several ticket-sales milestones under his direction, including selling out 
on a season-ticket basis for the first time in club history each of the last three years 
and in 2007 selling out all of the Superdome's luxury suites for the first time. 





In his current position, Stanfield supervises the box office and ticket sales personnel, 
directs the sales of all tickets, is responsible for the lease of suites in the Louisiana 
Superdome and is in charge of customer service and the sales of team merchandise. 


By instituting an innovative season-ticket marketing program prior to 2006 that 
reached fans on all economic levels to both retain existing accounts and cultivate new 
ones, for the first time in team history the Saints sold every seat in the Superdome as 
season tickets. The club achieved the feat again entering last season and for 2008. 


Stanfield earned his current title after serving as director of ticket sales and operation 
services from 2000-05. The accomplishments of the ticket & suite sales dept were 
many under Stanfield's direction in his initial six years with the Saints, as the Saints 
posted a 36-straight game sellout streak and reached the former club-record of 53,000 
season-ticket holders in 2003. 


He also instituted a direct mail and e-mail database used to generate ticket sales, 
corporate sponsorships and merchandise sales as well as initiated other creative 
promotional campaigns. Under Stanfield's direction, the New Orleans VooDoo of the 
Arena Football League also eclipsed 13,000 season tickets and sold out the 2007

For the New Orleans Saints Community Affairs Department, every day is game day. 
Kickoffs come each morning, when the club and its players put in the tireless work to 
make a positive impact on the people of New Orleans and the Gulf South region. This 
dedication to the less fortunate and to charitable causes has been a defining trait of Tom 
Benson’s tenure as Owner. From top management and moving through the team’s coaches, 
players and staff, the organization makes a concerted effort to be a visible and accessible to 
members of the community, with a hands-on approach to charitable approach toward 
charitable outreach. But these efforts are sparked by more than the desire to be seen — the 
Saints are firmly focused on making a positive, lasting impact. 


NEW ORLEANS SAINTS HURRICANE KATRINA RELIEF FUND 


The region continues to rebound after the worst natural disaster in our nation’s history, and 
the Saints have been on the leading edge of the recovery. The club has since raised over $1 
million in donations through the New Orleans Saints Hurricane Katrina Relief Fund, 
which was started by Mr. Benson and his family to aid those in need just days after the 
storm. The monies collected have been used to provide aid and assistance to the people of 
New Orleans, Louisiana and the Gulf Coast region affected by Hurricane Katrina. 
Recently, the entire team and coaching staff worked in conjunction with Rebuilding 
Together New Orleans, Inc. to complete the restoration of four homes in the Hollygrove 
neighborhood, an area hit particularly hard by the storm. The Volunteers of America 
selected Mr. Benson as the winner of the annual Good Samaritan Award in Philanthropy 
for 2008 in recognition of his efforts to help rebuild the region after Hurricane Katrina. 


SPECIAL ATTENTION TO YOUTH & EDUCATION 


The Saints organization understands that our children represent the community’s hope for 
the future, and the Community Affairs Department has targeted youth programs and 
education as primary impact areas in giving back to New Orleans and the Gulf South 
region. Saints players visit New Orleans area schools each week during the regular season 
to stress the importance of education to students as part of the club’s Domino’s Pizza 
Literacy Program. The club also partners with youth-oriented charities such as the New 
Orleans Recreation Department, Big Brothers/Big Sisters, Boys & Girls Clubs, the New 
Orleans Police Department’s “COPS for Kids” program, the Kenner Police Department, the 
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Fellowship Foundation, the United Way and the NFL YET Center. The Saints donated 
$100,000 to renovate the YET Center following the Hurricane. 


The Saints reach out to thousands of youngsters each year through programs like the 
Gatorade Junior Training Camp, Saints Experience and the Tackle Football Program. The 
club is highly involved with implementing the NFL’s Junior Player Development and High 
School Player Development Programs in area schools, and supports all of the league’s youth 
initiatives. Over the summer in 2008, the Saints teamed up with the United Way for Greater 
New Orleans to provide 15 youth football and life skills clinics, free of charge. The Saints 
also hosted the NFL High School Player Development 7-on-7 National Championships 
in July. 


CARE & COMPASSION FOR THE ENTIRE COMMUNITY 


While supporting youth and education is the club’s chief focus in the community, the Saints 
haven’t limited their resources. The club also works closely with the Council on Alcohol 
and Drug Abuse for Greater New Orleans, the American Red Cross in Southeast Louisiana, 
the Fore! Kids Foundation, and Bridge House. Each year, millions of dollars are placed back 
into the community by the Saints through the donation of cash, goods and services. 


Encouraged by the Community Affairs Department, Saints players also provide hundreds of 
less fortunate families a holiday dinner with all the trimmings as part of the team’s annual 
Thanksgiving benefit at Dryades YMCA. In addition, several Saints players take 
underprivileged children on holiday shopping sprees at their own expense. 


Whether through financial support, in-kind donations, charitable appearances or just lending 
an oversized helping hand, the New Orleans Saints and its Community Affairs Department 
are there for the Greater New Orleans and Gulf South community, where every day is game day. 
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NEW ORLEANS SAINTS YOUTH PROGRAMS 


The New Orleans Saints Youth Programs Department maintains an active presence 
the community throughout the year, bringing NFL excitement to children who may 
not have the opportunity to experience Saints’ football in person. 


The Saints reach thousands of children through programs such as the Gatorade 
Junior Training Camp, the Saints Experience, the United Way Community Patrol 
and the High School 7 on 7 Tournament. The club is also highly involved with the 
NFL’s Junior Player Development Program and supports all of the league’s youth 
initiatives such as NFL Flag, High School Player Development, NFL Street, and 
NFL Coaching Clinics. 


As part of the Youth Football Foundation’s “Play it Smart” program, the Saints also 
place an “academic coach” in high schools to help football teams excel in 
academics and on the field. 


The Youth Task Force meets monthly and addresses issues facing today’s youth 
football programs. These efforts positively impact the growth and direction of 
football for youngsters in the community. 


The Youth Programs Department is also influential in the recovery process, helping 
raise over $60,000 through the NFL Player Matching Grant program. In 
conjunction with the NFL Youth Football Fund, the monies were contributed to 
youth football organizations throughout the region.

Sept. 17 - Saints open Ist regular season schedule in style as rookie RB John Gilliam returned the 
opening kickoff 94 yards for a TD, but lost to the Los Angeles Rams, 27-13 in front of 80,879 at 
Tulane Stadium; Nov. 5 - Saints record first regular season win, beating the Philadelphia Eagles, 
31-24 as Walt Roberts scores 3 TDs; Dec. 17 - Saints defeat the Washington Redskins, 30-14 to 
wind up with a 3-11 record, which tied the record for most wins by a I|st-year expansion fran- 
chise.

Dempsey signed by the Saints; Oct. 5 - In Los Angeles vs. the Rams, rookie Tom Dempsey kicks a 
55-yard FG, the Saints longest field goal to date ... the kick was the NFL’s longest that season 
and | yard shy of tying the NFL mark; Nov. 2 - Saints snap 6-game losing streak at St. Louis, 51- 
42 ... the game set NFL record of most total passing TDs in a game as the Saints’ Billy Kilmer 
and the Cardinals’ Charlie Johnson connected on 6 each; Nov. 16 - Tom Dempsey sets Saints 
record with 4 FGs against the N.Y. Giants, hitting his 4th with :11 left in the game to pull out a 
25-24 victory; Dec. 21 - Saints close 3rd season with 27-24 win over Pittsburgh to bring record 
to 5-9 ... Danny Abramowicz wins NFL receiving honors with 73 catches for 1,015 yards and 7 
TDs ... DE Doug Atkins retired after 17 NFL seasons. 





Jan. 16 - In realignment of NFC, Saints form Western Division with the Los Angeles Rams, San 
Francisco 49ers & the Atlanta Falcons; Jan. 27 - Saints selected Texas Southern WR Ken 
Burrough with the club’s lst choice in the NFL draft; Aug. 8 - Saints head coach Tom Fears, a 9- 
year star WR with the L.A. Rams, inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in Canton, Ohio ... 
on the same day, the Saints beat the Minnesota Vikings in the Hall of Fame Game, the franchise’s 
Ist appearance in the contest; Nov. 3 - J.D. Roberts replaces Tom Fears to become the 2nd head 
coach in Saints’ history; Nov. 8 - Saints’ Tom Dempsey kicked a NFL-record 63-yard field goal on 
the game's final play to defeat Detroit, 19-17 in Roberts’ Ist game as head coach ... the holder 
was Joe Scarpati & Jackie Burkett was the snapper ... Dempsey, born without toes on his right 
foot, wore a heavy square-toed kicking shoe. Dec. 21 - Saints finish year with 2-11-1 record. 





Jan. 28 - Saints drafted Ole Miss QB Archie Manning with the 2nd overall selection in the NFL 
draft after club traded QB Billy Kilmer to Washington for LB Tom Roussel plus 4th & 8th round 
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picks in 1972 draft; Aug. 11 - Construction began on the Louisiana Superdome; Sept. 19 - Saints 
upset L.A. Rams in season opener in New Orleans, 24-20 ... rookie QB Archie Manning made Ist 
regular-season start & ran for l-yard TD on the final play after he completed 16-of-29 passes for 
218 yards & 1 TD; Oct. 17 - Archie Manning rushed for 2 TDs as Saints defeated the eventual 
Super Bowl champion Dallas Cowboys, 24-20 before 83,088 at Tulane Stadium; Dec. 10 - 
General manager Victor E. Schwenk relieved of his duties; Dec. 19 - Saints finish season with 4- 
8-2 record. 





Jan. 7 - Richard F. Gordon retired from U.S. Navy aerospace program & was appointed executive 
VP of the Saints; Feb. 1 - Saints selected Georgia G Royce Smith in Ist round of NFL draft; Sept. 
25 - Saints made Ist appearance on ABC’s Monday Night Football, losing to the Kansas City 
Chiefs, 20-17; Dee. 17 - Saints finished season 2-11-1. 





Jan. 29 - Saints traded Ist round draft choice to the Baltimore Colts for DE Billy Newsome ... 
Saints selected Oklahoma DE Derland Moore as the club’s Ist selection in the 2nd round; Aug. 26 
- John North replaced J.D. Roberts & became the 3rd head coach in Saints’ history; Sept. 25 - 
Saints traded WR Danny Abramowicz to the San Francisco 49ers for their 4th & 5th round selec- 
tions in the 1974 draft; Nov. 4 - Saints scored Ist-ever shutout as they blanked Buffalo, 13-0 in 
Tulane Stadium ... Saints held Buffalo RB O.J. Simpson to his lowest rushing total of the season 
- 79 yards on 20 carries - as Simpson finished the year with then-NFL record 2,003 yards. Dec. 
16 - Saints finished season with a 5-9 mark, which tied the best record to date for the franchise. 





Jan. 29 - Saints picked Ohio State LB Rick Middleton with their Ist selection in the NFL draft; 
Dec. 8 - Saints shut out the St. Louis Cardinals, 14-0 in the franchise’s final game in Tulane 
Stadium ... Saints ended their 8-season stay in Tulane Stadium with a 23-32-1 home record; Dec. 
15 - Saints finished the season with a 5-9 record, which again tied the best mark in club history.

coordinator Jim Haslett was named as the 13th head coach in club history; Feb. 23 - Saints 
signed former San Diego Chargers DT Norman Hand to a five-year deal ... It was the eighth free- 
agent acquisition of 2000, marking the busiest offseason in club history and placing them at the 
top of the league in free agent activity; March 9 - Saints named Nicholls State University in 
Thibodaux, La., as their new summer training camp home; April 15 - Saints picked Kansas State 
DE Darren Howard in the second round with their opening selection in the NFL draft; July 31 - 
The club traded LB K.D. Williams and the third-round selection in the 2001 NFL draft to the 
Green Bay Packers for QB Aaron Brooks and TE Lamont Hall; Oct. 8 - After a 1-3 start, the 
Saints reeled off a six-game winning streak, starting with a 31-10 win at the Chicago Bears. It 
was the fourth-longest win streak in club history; Nov. 26 - Saints defeat the defending Super 
Bowl Champion St. Louis Rams on the road, 31-24, for franchise’s 200th all-time victory; Dec. 
3 - Saints QB Aaron Brooks set the club passing yards mark (441) vs. the Denver Broncos in the 
Superdome in a 38-23 loss; Dec. 10 - Saints set club record for road victories with a 7-1 mark 
after a 31-27 comeback win at the San Francisco 49ers ... QB Aaron Brooks sets a team record 
for quarterbacks with 108 yards rushing on 11 carries at the Niners ... Saints also set NFL record 
for best road record turnaround after an 0-8 record in 1999; Dec. 17 - Saints all but wrapped up 
NFC playoff berth after 23-7 victory over Atlanta in the Superdome; Dec. 18 - Saints clinched 
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second NFC West title after St. Louis lost, 38-35 at Tampa Bay ... the Saints were the seventh 
team since 1990 to go from last place to a division title the next season; Dec. 24 - Saints 
wrapped up the regular season with a 10-6 mark after they overcame injuries to eight starters ... 
Coach Jim Haslett was selected Coach of the Year by several organizations ... The Saints defense 
set a club mark with 66 sacks, tied for the sixth-most in NFL history ... DT La’Roi Glover cap- 
tured the NFL sack title with a club record-tying 17 while DE Darren Howard had a club rookie 
record 11 sacks ... WR Joe Horn set club marks for receptions (94) and reception yards (1,340); 
Dec. 28 - DE Joe Johnson selected as the NFL Comeback Player of the Year by the Associated 
Press after he missed 1999 with a ruptured patellar tendon in his right knee suffered during train- 
ing camp; Dec. 30 - Saints won in postseason for the first time, a 31-28 victory over the St. 
Louis Rams in a NFC Wild Card Playoff game at the Superdome ... WR Willie Jackson tied a 
NFL postseason mark with three TD catches and QB Aaron Brooks threw four TD passes ... the 
win was clinched after the Saints’ Brian Milne recovered a fumbled fair catch by the Rams’ Az- 
Zahir Hakim with 1:51 remaining. 


Jan. 6 - Saints lost in the NFC Divisional Playoff at the Minnesota Vikings, 34-16 to end the 
club’s storybook 2000 season; Coach Jim Haslett was selected as the NFL Coach of the Year by 
the Associated Press; Feb. 4 - A club record-tying six Saints participated in the Pro Bowl in 
Honolulu: DT LaRoi Glover, DE Joe Johnson and T William Roaf started while WR Joe Horn, LB 
Mark Fields and LB Keith Mitchell were selected as reserves; April 21 - Saints picked Ole Miss 
RB Deuce McAllister with their first selection in the NFL draft; May 7 - Saints and Nicholls State 
University reached a four-year deal to keep training camp at the Thibodaux, La. school; Sept. 30 
- Saints played the first NFL game in New York after the attacks of Sept. 11 in a 21-13 loss at 
the N.Y. Giants. 


Jan. 6 - Saints concluded 2001 season with 7-9 mark; Feb. 9 - S Sammy Knight and DT LaRoi 
Glover started in the Pro Bowl; March 7 - Owner Tom Benson announced that he will start an 
Arena Football League team, the New Orleans Voodoo; March 8 - Saints traded RB Ricky 
Williams to the Miami Dolphins for a first-round selection in the 2002 draft and a conditional 
third-round selection in 2003 (upgraded to a first-round pick in 2003 based on Williams’ per- 
formance); March 26 - Saints traded T William Roaf to the Kansas City Chiefs for a conditional 
Ath round pick in the 2003 draft (upgraded to a third-round pick in 2003 with Roaf’s playing 
time); April 20 - Saints picked Tennessee WR Donte Stallworth with their first selection in the 
NFL draft; May 9 - Saints released General Manager of Football Operations Randy Mueller from 
his contract; May 13 - Saints promoted Mickey Loomis to General Manager of Football 
Operations from Director of Football Administration; Aug. 7 - Signed Coach Jim Haslett to a 
multi-year contract extension; Sept. 7- Signed QB Aaron Brooks to a six-year contract extension; 
Sept. 22 - Saints charge back from 20-point deficit vs. Bears at Memorial Stadium in 
Champaign, II]. QB Aaron Brooks tossed three TDs in the final three quarters, including a 29- 
yard scoring toss to WR Donte Stallworth with 1:11 remaining that proved to be the game-win- 
ner. The victory was the 20th of Coach Jim Haslett’s coaching career; Sept. 29 - WR Donte 
Stallworth became the first rookie in 20 years to catch a touchdown in his first four NFL games; 
Oct. 13 - At Washington, WR Michael Lewis became the seventh player in NFL history — and 
the first in team record books — to return a punt and a kickoff for a touchdown in the same game.

TE Ernie Conwell to a five-year contract; April 15 - Club announces 2003 training camp will be 
held at the team’s practice facility in Metairie, La.; April 19 - Saints trade third- and seventh- 
round picks in 2003 and an undisclosed pick in 2004 to New England Patriots for S Tebucky 
Jones; April 26 - The Saints select Georgia DT Johnathan Sullivan sixth overall in the NFL 
Draft. The choice was acquired from Arizona after New Orleans traded the Cardinals its two 
first-round picks (17th and 18th overall). As part of the deal, the two clubs also swapped second- 
round picks and the Saints received Arizona’s fourth-round selection; May 13 - Owner Tom 
Benson announces he will bring an Arena Football expansion franchise to the city, the New 
Orleans VooDoo; Sept. 28 - RB Deuce McAllister rushes for 101 yards on 17 carries vs. the 
Indianapolis Colts, beginning a franchise-record streak of nine-straight 100-yard performances; 
Oct. 19 - Saints post the third-highest scoring total in franchise history with a 45-17 romp over 
Atlanta at the Georgia Dome; Nov. 2 - Saints win third-straight over defending Super Bowl- 
Champion Buccaneers at Tampa Bay, 17-14. In the game, McAllister sets a team record with his 
sixth-straight 100-yard game, and DE Willie Whitehead wins NFC Player of the Week honors 
with three sacks. Nov. 16 - A 23-20 overtime win over the Atlanta Falcons gives the Saints their 
100th victory in the Louisiana Superdome. McAllister sets a team record with 237 yards from 
scrimmage, including 173 rushing; Nov. 30 - McAllister rushes for 165 yards on 31 carries in a 
24-20 victory at Washington, his ninth-straight 100-yard game. The streak tied former Chicago 
RB Walter Payton and Jacksonville RB Fred Taylor for the third-longest in NFL history. He 
would be held below the milestone the following week vs. Tampa Bay; Dec. 14 - QB Aaron 
Brooks tossed a career-high five TDs, including a club-record four caught by WR Joe Horn, in a 
45-7 victory over the New York Giants in a nationally-televised game on ESPN.

Feb. 8 - Arena Football League's New Orleans VooDoo, also owned by Tom Benson, kickoff 
inaugural season at the Philadelphia Soul with a 42-34 victory; Saints represented in the Pro 
Bowl by RB Deuce McAllister; March 4 - Signed RB Aaron Stecker (UFA-TB) to a four-year 
contract and re-signed CB Fred Thomas to a four-year contract; March 8 - Signed DT Brian 
Young (UFA-StL); April 8 - Saints trade fifth-round pick for CB Jason Craft; April 24 - Saints 
select Ohio State DE Will Smith 18th overall in the NFL Draft. Saints trade a 2004 second-round 
pick to the Minnesota Vikings and receive their 2004 second- and fifth-round picks. Traded a 
third-round pick to Washington Redskins for their second-round choice in 2005; Sept. 12 - WR 
Joe Horn had six receptions for 110 yards in opener vs. Seattle, becoming the first Saints wideout 
to have over 100 yards in 20 games; Sept. 19 - QB Aaron Brooks completes 25 of 34 for 279 
yards and three TDs in victory over San Francisco at the Superdome. His passer rating of 127.0 
was the highest of the season. K John Carney added three field goals and a trio of PATs, giving 
him 1,446 career points to move into 10th on the NFL's all-time scoring list; Sept. 26 - In the 
only overtime game of the season, a 28-25 win at St. Louis, Brooks led the Saints 38 yards on 
four plays in the final minute to set up a game-tying field goal by Carney to send the contest into 
OT. Carney, who was named NFC Special Teams Player of the Week for his efforts, connected 
on a 31-yard attempt on the Saints' opening possession of overtime to seal the road victory. It 
was the 13th come-from-behind victory of the quarterback's career. Oct. 4 - Acquired CB Mike 
McKenzie in a trade with the Green Bay Packers. The Saints sent a second-round pick in 2005 
and QB J.T. O'Sullivan to the Packers and received McKenzie and a future conditional draft 
choice. Nov. 14 - RB Deuce McAllister rushes for 127 yards on 16 attempts in 27-20 victory vs. 
Kansas City. His second-quarter touchdown was his fourth-straight game with a TD, the longest 
streak of his career.

(34) in defeat vs. Denver. Dec. 8 - In vote by teammates, DE Willie Whitehead named Saints' Ed 
Block Courage Award winner; Dec. 12 - P Mitch Berger wins NFC Special Teams Player of the 
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Week after dropping four punts inside the 20 in win at Dallas, part of a five-punt, 230-yard per- 
formance. Dec. 19 - RB Aaron Stecker returns opening kickoff 98 yards against his former team, 
Tampa Bay. Stecker wins NFC Special Teams Player of the Week. Brooks found WR Donte 
Stallworth from seven yards out with 38 seconds remaining for the win. Dec. 26 - Horn and 
Berger voted to the Pro Bowl; Dec. 26 - WR Michael Lewis returned a kickoff 96 yards for a 
touchdown vs. Atlanta, giving the Saints a comfortable lead in the 26-13 victory. For his efforts, 
Lewis is named NFC Special Teams Player of the Week. 


Jan. 2 - Saints close 2004 season as one of the NFL's hottest teams, notching their fourth-straight 
victory with a 21-18 win at Carolina. WR Joe Horn hauled in a 44-yard touchdown, giving him a 
team-record 11 receiving TDs on the season. A potential game-tying field goal was blocked by 
DE Tony Bryant with four seconds remaining. Bryant became the fifth Saints' player to win the 
award in 2005, and the fourth-straight. The streak tied the NFL record for most consecutive win- 
ners of the award. Also, RB Deuce McAllister rushes for 140 yards, giving him 1,074 on the sea- 
son. He becomes the first running back in club history to reach the milestone in three straight 
years; April 23 - The Saints select Oklahoma T Jammal Brown 13th overall in the NFL Draft. 
May 6 - Re-signed WR Joe Horn to six-year contract extension; July 28 - RB Deuce McAllister 
re-signed to a six-year contract extension; August 28 - In anticipation of Hurricane Katrina mak- 
ing landfall on the Gulf Coast, the team and operations staff flew to San Jose, Calif. early for the 
final preseason game at Oakland, Sept. 1. The team set up operations in a hotel and practiced at 
San Jose State in preparation for the preseason finale; Sept. 1 - Following a 13-6 loss to the 
Raiders, players, coaches and football operations staff flew to San Antonio, Texas, where the 
club would conduct their day-to-day business for the 2005 season. The team is soon joined by 
the club’s entire staff: marketing, ticket sales, administration, support and finance; Sept 8 - Tom 
Benson and his family announce the start of the New Orleans Saints Hurricane Katrina Relief 
Fund to provide aid and assistance to the people of the entire Gulf South region. The fund raised 
approximately $1 million to benefit local causes; Sept. 11 - A 47-yard FG by K John Carney 
with three seconds remaining lifted the Saints to a 23-20 victory at Carolina. After the game, the 
Saints organization gave game balls to the City of New Orleans and to the Gulf Coast. The pres- 
entation capped an emotional trip which began with the reading of a letter to the team from New 
Orleans Mayor Ray Nagin the night before the contest, a standing pregame ovation from the 
crowd of 72,920 and culminated by Carney's winning kick. The following week QB Aaron 
Brooks and Carney were featured on the cover of Sports Illustrated. Carney, who successfully 
connected on all three of his field goal attempts, was named NFC Special Teams Player of the 
Week. This marked the fifth-consecutive week a Saints player received the honor dating to the 
last four games of 2005, an NFL record. DE Will Smith also became the first Saints player to 
force a fumble in five-straight games; Sept. 19 - New Orleans falls to the New York Giants, 27- 
10, in a scheduled home game that was moved to Giants Stadium. This would be the first of 
three stadiums where the Saints would play a home game in 2005. RB Deuce McAllister became 
the club’s all-time rushing leader in the contest. Sept. 25 - The Saints defeat Buffalo, 19-7, 
before 58,688 fans at the Alamo Dome in San Antonio, Texas, the team’s first home game of the 
regular season in the location where they practice; Oct. 30 - The Saints fall to Miami, 21-6 
before 61,643 fans at Tiger Stadium in Baton Rouge, a game which marked the team’s return to 
Louisiana. It was the first regular-season NFL contest played at LSU; Dee. 7 - The athletic train- 
ing staff honored the efforts of the coaches, players and staff in the wake of Hurricane Katrina 
by selecting the entire organization as the recipient of the 2005 Ed Block Courage Award; Dec. 
30 — Owner Tom Benson announces team will return to Louisiana and their Metairie facility in 
mid-January; 


Jan. 1 — The Saints lose at Tampa Bay and finish season 3-13; Jan. 2 — Head coach Jim Haslett 
relieved of his duties. The team immediately begins a coaching search; Jan. 10 — Club 
announces new business management team with the promotions of Rita Benson LeBlanc to 
Owner/Executive Vice President, Dennis Lauscha to Senior Vice President/Chief Financial 
Officer, Ben Hales to Vice President of Marketing and Business Development, Vicky Neumeyer 
to Vice President/General Counsel, and Mike Stanfield to Vice President of Ticket and Suite 
Sales; Jan. 17 - The Saints reopened their offices in Metairie; Jan. 18 - Sean Payton named as 
the 14th head coach in club history; Feb. 5 - The NFL announces Saints will return to the 
Louisiana Superdome for their first regular-season home game at the stadium since 2004. It is 
later announced that they would be hosting the Atlanta Falcons Sept. 25; Feb. 15 - 27 Louisiana 
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business leaders join to support the Saints' return to New Orleans to form the Saints Business 
Council; March 14 - The Saints agreed to terms with former San Diego QB Drew Brees to a 
five-year contract, perhaps the most notable free-agent acquisition in team history; Saints equip- 
ment staff selected as Whitey Zimmerman Memorial Award winner for 2005 in a vote by their 
peers; April 29 - Saints pick Heisman Trophy-winner RB Reggie Bush second overall in the NFL 
Draft July 27 - Saints open training camp at Millsaps College in Jackson, Miss. Sept. 10 - Saints 
kick off their 40th regular season and first under Sean Payton at Cleveland with a 19-14 victory; 
Sept. 17 - After initially falling behind 13-0 at Green Bay, Saints storm back to open a season 
with back-to-back road victories for the first time in team history with a 34-27 win at Lambeau 
Field; Sept. 25 - In the first contest at the stadium since it was used as a shelter of last resort 
during Hurricane Katrina, the Saints christened the refurbished Superdome with a 23-3 victory 
on Monday Night Football. U2 and Green Day performed before the game. Nov. 19 - QB Drew 
Brees threw for a club-record 510 yards in a 31-16 loss to Cincinnati at the Superdome. The 
yardage total is the sixth-highest in NFL history. Dec. 3 - RB Reggie Bush tied a team record 
with four touchdowns (three rushing and one receiving) in a 34-10 win over San Francisco. Dec. 
10 - On the national stage of Sunday Night Football, the Saints improved to 9-4 with a 42-17 
win at Dallas. QB Drew Brees threw five touchdowns and was named NFC Offensive Player of 
the Week. Dec. 19 - QB Drew Brees, T Jammal Brown and DE Will Smith are voted to the Pro 
Bowl as starters. The Saints’ coaches would join the threesome as the staff for the NFC squad 
following the season. 


Jan. 13 - The Saints defeated Philadelphia, 27-24 in the NFC Divisional Playoffs at the 
Superdome. RB Deuce McAllister rushed for 143 yards and a TD and added a touchdown recep- 
tion in the second postseason win in club history. Jan. 21 - In the team’s first appearance in the 
NFC Championship Game, the Saints were defeated at Chicago, 39-14. The Saints sliced the 
Bears’ lead to 16-14 in the second half and trailed by four early in the fourth quarter, but a hand- 
ful of turnovers and miscues proved to be too much to overcome. Feb. 2 — After the most memo- 
rable year in club history, QB Drew Brees is voted co-recipient of the NFL Walter Payton Man of 
the Year Award. It is one of a slew of awards won by Saints personnel following the 2006 sea- 
son, including Sean Payton as a unanimous choice as NFL Coach of the Year and Executive Vice 
President/General Manager Mickey Loomis as NFL Executive of the Year by The Sporting News 
and Pro Football Weekly/PF WA. Brees and T Jammal Brown would also be selected to the 
Associated Press All-Pro team. Aug. 5 — Opening the NFL preseason, the Saints took part in the 
Hall of Fame Game in Canton, Ohio, losing 20-7 to the Pittsburgh Steelers. Sept. 6 - Selected to 
kick off the NFL’s regular season in an NBC primetime broadcast, the Saints fell on the road to 
the defending Super Bowl champion Indianapolis Colts 41-10. Oct. 28 - QB Drew Brees earned 
NFC Offensive Player of the Week honors in a 31-10 win at San Francisco, completing 31 of 39 
passes for 334 yards and four TDs. Nov. 4 —- QB Drew Brees set a team record with 346 passing 
yards in the first half of a 41-24 win over Jacksonville and his 445-yard total for the game was 
the second-most by a Saints passer. Dec. 23 —- QB Drew Brees broke a 28-year-old franchise 
record when he completed his 17th consecutive pass, carrying his streak over from the prior 
week’s game. The previous mark of 15 was held by Archie Manning and was set in 1979. Dec. 
30 - Rookie RB Pierre Thomas became the first player in Saints history and just the second 
rookie in NFL history to pick up 100 yards rushing and receiving in the same game, carrying the 
ball 20 times for 105 yards and catching 12 passes for 121 yards and a touchdown in his first 
career start at Chicago against the Bears; QB Drew Brees set an NFL record when he closed the 
season finale with 440 pass completions on the year, besting former Oakland QB Rich Gannon, 
who had held the mark at 418. Brees also broke a number of single-season franchise records, 
including passing yards, attempts, completions, completion percentage and touchdown passes, 
and also tied the team record of 60 pass attempts in a game.

New Orleans 
took the early lead after a pair of field goals, but Philadelphia struck on a 75-yard touchdown 
pass in the second quarter.

In the club’s first appearance in the NFC Championship Game, after trailing 16-0 the Saints 
sliced the Bears’ lead to two points and were behind by only four early in the fourth quarter, but 
four turnovers proved too difficult to overcome. A fumble led to Chicago’s first field goal late in 
the first quarter, and another fumble on the ensuing kickoff added another three-pointer for the 
Bears a few minutes later. Chicago would drive for a field goal in the second quarter to go ahead 
9-0 and march for a TD on its next drive to take a 16-0 lead. The Saints would get on the score- 
board when WR Marques Colston hauled in a 13-yard touchdown with 51 seconds remaining in 
the first half. Chicago’s lead shrunk to 16-14 when RB Reggie Bush scored on an 88-yard TD 
early in the second half. But QB Drew Brees was flagged for intentional grounding in the end 
zone for a safety later in the third quarter, and the Bears wore down the Saints in the fourth quar- 
ter following a pair of New Orleans turnovers and after the Saints failed to convert on two 
fourth-down attempts.

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SAINTS TRAININGFACILITY 


Since the expansion was completed prior to the 2003 season, the Saints headquarters has been 
a top resource for the players and coaching staff, who have access to three full-sized outdoor 
fields, an indoor field, a renovated locker room, a state-of-the-art weight room and a full- 
service cafeteria. 


Because of the unpredictable weather of southeast Louisiana throughout the year, the club has 
long needed an indoor practice area. That need was filled in 2003 with the completion of one 
of the league’s best facilities. Unlike previously, no longer does the club have to regularly bus 
to alternative locations for practice, and other newly-built structures were included to 
complete and upgrade the club’s training area. Also on the Saints’ 19-acre campus in Metairie 
is the recently-completed, 12,800 square-foot practice facility that houses the New Orleans 
VooDoo of the Arena Football League. 


At 78 feet high, the indoor practice facility casts a long shadow over the entire property. The 
covered field is 220 feet wide by 420 feet long and has 6,375,600 cubic feet of air- 
conditioned space. There are 93,400 feet under roof covered in FieldTurf. A 250-seat cafeteria 
is connected to the lightning-protected facility, as is a 9,000 square-foot weight room with a 
cushioned floor. Over 8,000 square feet of maintenance and equipment storage was also 
added, and there are covered walkways connecting the indoor facility and cafeteria to the 
existing building. Outside of the VooDoo facility is a new, full-sized outdoor field covered in 
AstroPlay. 


The existing building was also renovated three years ago. The team’s locker room was 
doubled in size, with new lockers installed. A large, open area is in the middle so all lockers 
are visible for communcation and interaction between the players and coaches. A player’s 
lounge was built, and the existing medical and rehabilitation area was doubled in size. It now 
includes a treadmill pool facility for injury rehab work. 


Other updated features of the Saints’ facility include expansion of the ticket area and 
additional staff locker rooms. All of the renovated areas have freshly-carpeted floors 
emblazoned with the Saints’ Fleur de Lis logo. 


The entire club moved into the training facility at 5800 Airline Drive in Metairie on 
April 15, 1996, marking the first time in club history that the team’s players, coaches and 
staff were housed under one roof. The first floor is approximately 43,000 square feet and 
primarily serves the needs of the players. It also consists of a reception area, ticket office, 
media workroom and storage areas. Two symmetrically laid-out fields behind the building are 
planted with Bermuda grass and are surrounded by an asphalt, half-mile running track. 


A 1,700 square foot auditorium, which sits on the first floor, can seat 110 players for team 
meetings and can also be divided into two rooms with a slide-out wall. On either side of the 
auditorium are eight smaller team meeting rooms. Located on the second floor are offices for 
coaches, player personnel, video and the administrative staff.

SUPERDOMEINFORMATION 


Home of the New Orleans Saints since 1975, the Louisiana Superdome 
has several new features since reopening in 2006 after being used as a 
“Refuge of Last Resort” during Hurricane Katrina. While the stadium 
was undergoing repairs, several upgrades were also added. 


The new additions include electronics in the Superdome’s main arena — 
four new 182-foot LED ribbon boards, new LED displays in the four 
large scoreboards, and expansion of the two end zone video boards to 
HD resolution. The four large (20,000 square-foot) ballrooms, 137 box 
suites, two Club Level concourses, 37 permanent concession stands and 
three kitchens were also fully remodeled. 


Work continues on additional upgrades, including adding 192-foot 
windows to each of the ballrooms and installing escalators for outside 
access to those rooms. Replacement of the, Superdome’s exterior 
anodized-aluminum skin is in the planning stages. 


The Saints’ preseason game vs. the Baltimore Ravens on Aug. 26, 2005 
was the-last event hosted by the Superdome prior to the storm. 
Government officials ordered a mandatory evacuation of the city two 
days_later. 


A display of photographs just above the entrance at Gate A, on the 200 
Level, memorializes use of the Superdome during the hurricane, when an 
estimated 30,000 people were housed in the building. The display also 
depicts the massive rebuilding job that followed—the largest-ever 
reconstruction project of a stadium in the United States. It was 
accomplished in just seven months. 


On the 200 level, a mural offers a montage of photos showing some of 
the special aspects of the city of New Orleans, interwoven with a 
sampling of great moments in Superdome history. The most memorable 
was the grand re-opening of the building on Sept. 25, 2006, a 23-3 
victory for the Saints over the Atlanta Falcons in front of more than 
70,000 fans. That game — broadcast nationally on Monday Night Football 
— established the Superdome and the Saints as symbols of the resolve of 
the people of the state to rebuild. 


The first playoff victory in franchise history came at the stadium on Dec. 
30, 2000, a 31-28 win over the St. Louis Rams in an NFC Wild Card 
Playoff. In 2007, the Saints defeated the Philadelphia Eagles, 27-24 in 
the divisional playoffs to advance to the NFC Championship.
